Tho following, iu an 
Kuylisli lay nuwspuper, does not eiagge- 
I ate the matter: "There are cortaiu 
well-known firms ot jcdieitors who can 
never be got to reuiier a statement ; they 
are pei'potually applying for clieoks on 
ueeount, and generally have tho faculty 
of asking fur these at some critical time | 
i:i the prtKiethire, when they know that • 
ibe litigant cannot help paying, iu order 
I hat his case may go on. Other solici- 
Idis punish tho inquisitiveucH;* of any j 
who may wish tor a detailed bill of costs 
by making it out U) wn extent vastly iu 
excess of the round sum originally de- 
manded." It IB notorious that the 
charges are altogether out ol proportion 
to tho time given, the work given or the 
considoration received, and all Muds of 
vexatious ubstuctcu are thrown iu tlie 
wiiv of any who seek to etl'ect a reform 
in this respect. The fuct is, that the 
ranks of the legal profession are over- 
cn>wded, and are being added to year by 
veur to an extent which the public inter 
esta by no means reiiuire. Yet tho ex- 
clubiveness that obtjiins with regard to 
methods of procedure, and tho strin- 
gent rules imposed upon all tho mem- 
burs of tho craft, prevent that whole, 
som'j competition which exists in all 
other trades. Tho consequence ia that 
the public are robbed, and that a com- 
parative few of the members of the legal 
profession obtain fur themselves tho chief 
portion of tho spoil, while the great 
bulk of them struggle on aa bast they 
can. Oin^ legal exchanges aro filled with 
dLscussiona on lawyera' costs. The com- 
nuuiity are bound to have cheaper jus- 
tice, if they can. — Albany Law Jour-

The British barque Argylahire, 708 tons 
burden, David Smitli master, Walaow 
mate, which anived at this port Wednes- 
d.iy evening from Glasgow, Scotland, by 
way of Brisbane, .-Vustralia, had quite a 
nieniorable passage. When a few days out 
a stowaway, Uannan by name, was found 
sccretoil on hoard. A number of large 
cases of .acid r.praiig aleak during a 
storm on tho 2.")th of December and had 
to be shifted.

— The Htrald'a 
Paris special at 12 ni. says; M. Gam- 
betta addressed a crowded meeting of 
his electors to-night at Elysoe of Monii 
moiitant. .Vdniission was sternly re 
fused to all hut holders of special letters 
of invitation and even these had been 
issued to electors about whose opinions 
M, (lanibctta's committee had no 
doubts. .'\n hour before opening the 
doors an iimncn.se and turbulent crowd 
had assembled with intentions appar- 
ently the reverse of friendly to the lion 
of the evening. A strong body of po- 
lice drawn up in front of tha hall had 
the greatest difficulty in maintaining 
order and preventing the people from 
rushing into the building. The Ely.spe 
i.s a small hali. There were only about 
1100 persons in tho audience when M. 
Clambetta entered by a side door ac- 
companied by M. Shuller: Nearly all 
present belonged to the substantial 
bourgeois cla.s8. Not 50 blouses were 
to be seen. M. Gambetta's appearance 
was greeted by cries of "Vivo la Ro- 
piibliquo," and counter cries of "\'ive 
la Revolution," and loud cheeiy. to 
which disagreeably i^ersistent hooting 
and groaning of 20,000 workmen on 
the street responded. Nothing daunt- 
ed, Gambetta rose and bid the stewards 
let in as many malcontents as possible. 
When request v/as acceded to ho began 
his speech, which lasted over two 
hours. Much of it was devoted to a 
magnificently eloquent retrospective 
sketch of his parlimentary career, a 
defense of his so-called jiolicy of oppor- 
tunism and an indignant repudiation 
of current charges of his aiming at a 
dictatorship. He protested once more 
that ho was as ever a mere citizen, a 
servant of the democracy. 

Paris, Aug. 13. — Republican jour 
nals interpret Gambetta's recent speech 
at Belleville as a decision to accept the 
premiership of the next cabinet. 

Pauls, Aug. 13. — BrLson, tho pro 
ba'tile successor of Gambetta as presi- 
dent of the chamber of deputies, and 
his deputies, have declared for tho 
abolition of the senate, secularization 
of property of tlie clergy and election 
of the magistracy by universal suf- 
frage. 

DuiiLi.v, Aug. 12. — Parnell, writing 
to the editor of the United I rishnmi 
newspaper, in the interest of the land 
league, says : I am much pleased that 
you intend to make the development 
of the industrial resources of the coun- 
try and the encouragement of na- 
tive manufactures a leading fea- 
ture of your paper.

— In compliance 
with tho request of the chief secretary 
for Ireland in hia reply to the deputa- 
tion of Irish farm laborers which late- 
ly waited on him, O'Leary has forward- 
ed to Forster a statement of the posi- 
tion of grievance of Irish laborers. 
O'Leary has travelled extensively in
